1*  to  not  the  part  of  wisdom 
io  give  wings  to  reports  which  are  only  too 
apt  to  be  exaggerate!.  To  fill  the  col  am  ns 
of  a  paper  with  repeats!  aceounta-of  such  a 
disease  may  open  the  war  for  the  spread  of 
this.  The  imagination,  which  has  to  do 
with  this  as  with  other  complaints,  needs 
only  the  fact  tliat  a  few  cases  are  in  a  place 
to  people  many  houses  with  small  pox  pa¬ 
tients  and  to  cause  most  people  to  scan  every 
passer-by  for  marks  of  its  presence.
